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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the '673 reference doesn 
not teach keeping the ratio of the transconductance constant. The examiner respectfully disagrees. '673 teaches controlling the 
transconductance (Huijsing, abstract, lines 6-1 1 ). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that if the transconductance 
of the amplifiers is kept constant than the ratio of the transconductance of its differential input portins to also be held constant, since the 
transconductance is not changing. The secondary reference '112 teaches directing input signals to the the transistor doublets (shade, 
figure 1). 

The applicant also argues that the prior art teaches away from invention. The examiner respectfully disagrees. As long as a particular 
voltage was present then the amplifer would work. As shown in figure 1, Vcm is a reference voltage that is applied to the differential inputs. 
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
